A Move in the IliRiit Direction. 

In tho April 5th number of tho 
Ih <tf Mutt Mirror for tho current 
year appeared a report of tho "Boston 
Doaf -Mute Society," an organization 
which has been in operation some- 
thing over a year. This report, which 
was made out by Mr. J. T. Tillinghast, 
an officer of the society, has interest- 
ed mo much and will, I am sure, in- 
terest every unprejudiced person who 
reads it, presenting as it does, in a 
conciso and eloquent manner, the 
needs not only of Boston mutes, but 
of mutes throughout tho universe. 
My own acquaintance with tho deaf 
and dumb did not begin until aftcrT 
had been deaf several years, but over 
since my first association with them I 
have felt that, for reasons whicli it re- 
quires but little argument to demon- 
strate, it is highly advisable that 
thoy should have societies and associa- 
tions of their own whenever thoy 
could bo gathered in sufficient mini- 
1 1 sustain them. At the risk of 
offending some of tho loading educat- 
ors of the day, whoso very name I re- 
vero, I some years ago oxpressed my 
ideas upon this subject in an article 
entitled, "The Deaf and Dumb in The 
ory and in Practice," and as far beak 
as November, lKVtl, after attending 
several services for mutes conducted 
in the Episcopal way, I laid before a 
popular deaf mute missionary my be- 
lief that the great religious desidera- 
tum of the deaf-mutes was an eviur 
gelical form of worship, having tho 
Bible for its discipline and a creed so 
simple that even the partially-educat- 
ed could understand it whon rendered 
into signs ; but being in feeble health 
at the time and feeling myself wholly 
alone in my views I lot tho matter 
rest, hoping others better qualified 
would in time feel impelled to take it 
up. and to day with unfeigned pleas 
tire I extend to Mr. Tillinghast and 
the members the hand of Christian 

tthy and a hearty G 
That, the deaf and dumb as much as 
any other class of people need spirit- 
ual instructions to the full extent em 

l by the words: "Bine upon 

lino, precept upon preoept Lineup 

on line and precept, here a littlo and 
there a little," all whoaccord them their 
proper plane in the social scale must 
concede. Mr. Bond, the editor of the 
Mirror, recognizes this need, and, in 
a comment upon the abovo-nanied re 
port, happily says: 

"It is a patent fact that the deaf- 
mute population of these United 

B are in need of religions instruc- 
tion after finishing their education in 
Instisutions. and as thoy havo not 
been familiar with any particular de 
noininational training, but simply 
taught the fundamental principles of 
ther viith the beautiful 
life of our Saviour. Jesus Christ, and 
' el and happy teachings of lovo, 
to some tho strict forms of different 
denominations become irksomo after 
a time, and they gradually full ffrja 

the high religious plain on which they 
generfly begin life. It may bo an er- 
roneous impression, but it does seem 
as though a greater good mijjht be ac- 
complished among them by all unit- 
ing, as our Boston friends have done, 
and each putting a shoulder to tho 
wheel." 

But while all this is strictly true it is 
equally true that, with, but one exoep 
tion, the churches throughout the 
land, while they have contributed lib 
orally to foreign missions, and mil 
lions of times in universal concert 
have sung,

I'o day in their own ranks there are 
men whose hearts arc on tiro to pro 
claim in the voiceless langn:.. 
signs the "glad tidings of salvation ;" 
but as the sheep must havo i fold, tho 
shepherd his hire, thoy tarry at home 
while souls that might be basking in 

the sunlight of (Striate forgivinj 

walk in doubt and darkness. Surely 
this stale of things OUght n«'l tt) con 

tinue longer. In religion, ae in poB 

union is strength." If " 
n.'l count millions we do thousands, 
'27 thousand in the United States, and 
if our more favored lirotbcrs and sis 
ban will not ii our claims WS 

will certainly be justified in taking 
mailers into our own hands, and ask- 
ing of the public such aid as all other 

us bodies feel entirely justified 
whenever it hi needed. 



With the great majority of the deaf 
and dumb life is a stern roality, and 
they have little time for the study of 
elaborate, creeds and isms. What they 
want is a gospel that teachos them 
that God does "not -willingly afflict," 
but is a "refuge and strength, a pres- 
ent help in time of trouble ;" a gospel 
that teachos, "There is rest for the 
weary," and that "Whosoever will may 
come and take of tho water of life free 
ly." In short they want "tho sincero 
milk of tho Word ;" and this, I believe. 
is tho gospel thoy will ultimately de- 
mand at the hands of all who minister 
to them in spiritual things. That Mr. 
Pond, the gentleman abovo quoted, 
favors an unseotarian gospel for the 
doaf and diunb is evident, from his 
own words. Near the close of the 
comments ho says : 

Wo do not wish to say ono word 
against tho good work already done 
by some of the churches, far from it, 
but to look at it in tho light that all 
Christian sects havo tho same end in 
view ; thoy all eventually reach the same 
goal. Then, why not, while our deaf- 
mute population is so scattered and 
divided as to different denominations, 
why, say wo, not all unite in ono so- 
ciety, and receive the teachings of the 
different churches in one body ? It is 
but a question of taste, of form. The 

Episcopalian, Methodist, Oongrega- 

tionalist, Baptist, Bresbyterian, etc., 
</// are striving to make mankind bet- 
tor, and influencing this life so that 
happiness in the next will be insured.' 

Why. then, would it not bo well for 
all to join hands, and thereby reach 
people that the one nor the other 
could not reach alone I 

Is not the very fact that the church- 
es have so long, with the one exoep 
tion alroady mentioned, taken no ac- 
tive measures to provide us with the 
gospel an indication that God's bless- 
ing would attend such a blending into 
ono of tho various and conflicting the- 
ological- elements t More, is it not 
an evidence that Ho designs us to 
bo independent of them all ; a ,/>< r, 
craiiijelical body, accepting His Moid 
in its simplest, yet broadest sense I 
In short, is it not a proof that Ho 
wants us to remain as He has made 
us, a peculiar and separate people I 
Talking recently with a minister who 
takes a groat interest in the blind, 
and also the deaf and dumb, but whose, 
theological views are widely different 
from my own, he said: "Religion is 
tho lovo of God in the heart of man. 
Theology is tho thoughts of man about 
God. Tho first is much larger and 
diviner than the second." He also 
said : "There are heights and depths 
beyond and below the realms of creeds 
and sects ; on those heights, and in 
those depths wo strike common ground 
of fellowship." Having derived profit 
from his remarks I submit them for 
the consideration of all who arc inter- 
ested in the subject of true religion, 
and subscribe myself.

Washington, D. C, June 1, 1878. 

In the House, Monday, Mr. Taylor, 
speaker pre tun, announced the select 
committee who are to do the dirty in- 
vestigation work into the President's 
title. Speaker Randall appointed the 

committee before he left town, but re- 
quested that it be kept secret, until the 
'2tlt.li. The names aro as follows: 
Clarkson N. Potter, Chairman-. Mor 
risen. 111. : McMahon, Ohio ; St> 
Penn. ; Blackburn, Ky. ; Cobb., Ind.; 
Hutton, Va.: Ben. Butler, Mass : His- 
cock, N. Y.; Cox, Ohio, and Reed, of 

Maine, eleven in all, seven Democrats 
and four Republicans. The commit- 
too will bo assigned a room and will 
go to work at once. The intention is 
to conduct the examination with open 
doors, but thoy reserve tho right to 
hold sccrot sessions whenever they 
choose. Open doors, however, do not 
mean that the public generally will be 
admitted, simply tho representatives 
of the press.

A fair in aid of the New England In- 
dustrial Homo for Deaf Mutes was held 
at Central Hall on Thursday and Fri- 
day, but the receipts were not very 
large, although perhaps as groat as 
could be expected during tho hard 
times. There was a good coll. 
of articles offered for sale, largely made 
by tho deaf mutes themselves. Rev. 
Dr. Gallaudet of New York, whose life 
has been devoted to the mental and 
moral education of deaf mutes, was 
present and gave a brief account of tho 
enterprise in whoso aid tho fair was 
held. The intention is to provide a 
home BO conducted that those who are 
deprived of hearing and speaking may 
have a chance to earn their living and 
thus become a help rather than a bur- 
den to society. 

One of tho pleasant exercises on 
Thursday evening was tho recitation 

in sign language of Whittier'a "Maud 

Muller" by Mrs. R. H. Atwood of New 
huryport. Dr. Oallaudet accompanying 
her with his voico. Thus all present 
were enabled to "take a lesson in sign 
reading.'' Mr. Atwood thon followed 
his wife with a moral to the poem, 
given in sign language.
